Were it 
iiot utlionvitfo uauful, it would bo of great 
value Rti a fertilizer, if spread, in its raw 
state," about our fruit trees or berry bushes, 
liut after being dissolved in water and pass- 
ing through tho wash-tub, gleaning tho iia- 
percioptiblo elements of tho best inimnro 
from solid linen, its 
fertilizing power is 


vastly increased, Indeed, wo may almost 
say that the average soapsuds from the 
kitchen and laundry is worth more than the 
soup which produces it. 
Do jiot, then, al- 


low your soapsuds to bo wasted while you 
have trees which it might benofli..—[Scien- 
tific American. 


All over tho country nothing is more 


common than to see mutilated trees on al- 
most every farm. ]lig limbs cut oir near 
tbe body and of course rotting to the heart. 
This is a sin against nature. 
Tho very 


limbs necessary to protect tho tree from 
wind and sun, and just where limbs are the 
most needed, aro cut away. But the great- 
est injury is the rotting that always takes 
place when a big limb is sawed on'. 
Too 


faig to heal over, it rnuBt rot, and being 
kept moist by tho growing tree, is in the 
right condition to rot, and being on tho 
body tho rotting goes to the heart and burls 
the whole tree.—Gardener's Monthly. 


The following is the recipe for a wash for 


orchard trees, used by Win. Saunders, of 
the government gardens at Washington : 
Put half a bushel of lima and four pounds 
of powdered sulphur iu a tight barrel, slack- 
ing the Jimo with hot wator, the mouth of 
the barrel being covered with a cloth : this 
is reduced to the consistency of ordinary 
whitewash, and at tho time of application 
half an ounce of carbolic acid is added to 
each gallOL' of the liquid. Mr. Saunders 
says ; '• !I generally uppiy it iu tho spring 
before tbe loaves make their appearance, 
but I am convinced that it would bo more 
effective if applied later, but then it is so 
difficult to do so when the tree is in foliage." 
Apply to trunk ; it will not hurt the 
branches or foliage if applied to them also.
